Major 
General Freeman will be in direct Commtind of tlie troops ordered to active duty and will u,se such 
equipment as may be round necessary in his opinion to accom]ilisii the support mission of the 
Nalioniil (iuard troops. 

The inemher^ of the Mississippi National Guard ordered to active duty under tlie provisions of this 
Order shall be subject lo the provisions, privileges, and immunities of the State of Mississippi 
governing the National Guard, 

rL KI'llEU, the pay and expenses of the troop.s ordered to State Active Duly .shall be paid as 
prov itied in Sections 33-7-313, 33-7-315 and 33-9-15. All costs will be reimbursed as authorized 
by Section 33-15-3117 (4)tg). the Missis.sippi Ltnergcncy Act of 1995, .Vlississippi Code of 1972. as 
amended.
